Oil 
Rotarians Entertained 


By Cinema Film 


An insight into the vast organisa- 
tlon and scientific knowledge neces- 
sary for the production of petroleum 
oils was afforded members of the 
Rotary Club at their weekly tiM™n yes- 
terday through the medium of a 
clnema film, entitled “Oil from the 
Earth,” sereencd by ‘Mr, J. L. Isley. 
A creditably produced and photo- 
graphed film, it was accompanied by 


a descriptive commentary revealing 
many interesting and little known 
facts of oil production. 

The orlgin‘of oll, according to the 
film, was rather vague but it was 
understood to be the result of a con- 
centration over thousands of years of 
minute organisms from shallow scas. 
The film showed dingrams of the 
type of carth in which oil was found 
and pointed out that crude oil was 
not found in huge underground Jakes, 
as was, generally imagined, but 
absorbed in porous strata of carth as 
water contained in a sponge. . 

The film was particularly interest- 
Ing in revealing the part of science 
in olf production. The search for oll 
was going on every day, It revealed. 
Preliminary surveys were made from 
the air, followed by geological cx- 


aminations in desert, jungle and 
urban arcas. Geologists were enabl- 
ed to estimate the possibility of dis- 
covering oll in n certain locality, but 
the only definite test was drilling,

| Blockade Threat 


HE REASON for Hongkong 
apprehension that Britain 
will not insist that the Japanese 
blockades of Canton, Kongmoon, 
Kulangsu, Tientsyin and the 
Yangtse River ports should not 
: be extended to the treaty ports 
of Swatow, Foochow and Wen- 
chow is evident when an examin-., 
ation of the trade figures for 

these three centres is made. 
Any stoppage of shipping with 
‘any.of these southern ports will 
have a serious effect’ on this 
Colony, not merely from the 
t point of view of trade, but by 
Virtue of the fact that we .are 
now almost entirely relying on 
them as our sources ‘of food 
supplies for the abnormal popu- 

lation we have to support. 


Trade figures for the first six 
months of 1939 are’not available. 
But tn exaniination of the official 
figures for 1938 ig illuminating. 
The total import and export 
trade of the three ports last year’ 
was £6,743,530, comprising £1,- 
647,962 imports and £4,095,563 
exports, Of the exports, Hong- 
kong took over twenty-live per 
cent., this Colony’s total being 
£1,717,932, : 

It is an interesting fact that, 
during 1938, Hongkong took 95 
per cent, of the total exports of 
Foochow and Wenchow—food- 
stuffs valued at.£514,348 out of 
a total of £520,825 from the 
former, and valued at £402,480, 
out, of a total of £444,483 from 
the latter. 

Any Japanese blockade of 
these ports, means, therefore, 
that Hongkong has to turn else- 
where for its food supplics. And, 
with the Japanese net gradually 
drawing tighter along the China 
coast, there is nowhere else to 
turn, 

The United States, Nether- 
Jlands East Indies, United King- 

dom, Australia, Canada, Ger- 
many and. France.are all inter- 
ested in the import trade of the 
three treaty ports.threatened by 
Japan, Last year the United 
Kingdom exported goods to the 
value of 08,900 to Swatow, 
£7,630 to Foochow and £34,108 
to Wenchow.

Explaining that he was not In- 
formed of any result of the Anglo- 
Japanese negotlations at Tokyo or 
elsewhere, General Homma said that 
he was unnble to reveal the -“trump 
cards" by discussing the conditlons 
for lifting the restrictions. However, 
he declared that the Japanese pcople 
and also. the Government. were dis- 
satisfied with Great Britain's “pro- 
Chiang Kai-shek policy." 

General Homma emphosized that 
Tientsin was not “blockaded,” the 
Japanese merely Imposing “treffic 
restrictions’ at the Concession boun- 
daries for the purpose of preventing 
the use of the British Concession by 
Communistlc and anti-Japanese ele- 
ments, which purpose has “been 
achieved." 

He reiterated that there was no 
Intention, of halting food supplies 
t'though the barrier inspection would 
necessarily cause delays. 7 

Referring ta the stripping, without 
admitting that it actually occurred, 
General Homma pointed out that 
cume sentrics -and also Chinese 
policemen, who do the actual search- 
ing, are simple peasants whose ideas 
of modesty differ from those of for- 
cigners.: He said that the Japanese 
did not hesitate to disrobe publicly, 
even in the presence of both sexes, 
und offered as an example the mix- 
ed baths in) Japon.

He declared that any British re- 
prisuls will not alter - the Japancse 
determination and pointed out that 
the restrictions are flexible and 
could be tightened if desired. 

General Homma is a huge man 
for a Japanese, weighing perhaps 
200 pounds. He spoke fluent Eng- 
Msh, having spent six years in the 
Japanese Military Attache’s Office at 
London.

Non-Committal 


Tientsin, June 27. 

The Commander of the Japanese 
Garrison in Ticntsin to-day received 
13 foreign correspondents and faced

Queried what definite formula 
could be formulated for settling the

Long-stemmed flowers are ensice to 
arrange than ‘the shorter Kind, so If 
you have flowers from your own garden 
pick them’ as ncar the root or main 
stem as possible, und use a sharp knife 
so that you get a 
clean cut. And, a tip 
to remember when 
June roses bloom. 
cut through the stalk 
abo oon angle when 
gathering flowers 
With woody stems. 
>I always choose 
blooms which are just 
opening in preference 
to full-blown ones, 
as, of course, they 
last so much better. 


Some flowers are inclined to hang 
their heads when they have been in 
a vase for .u few hours.

Prevents Drooping

Mr. Stanley replied that, quite 
apart from this question, he was con- 
sidering the possibility of amending 
the Inw- In that. direction and hoped 
shortly to be able to ‘announce his 
decision. : 


. Comparative Figures 


Mr. Stanley in reply 
questions said the House had to look 
at the question from all angles. 
There was a very strong feeling in 
the English Industry at the time of 
the Merchandise Marks Act that there 
were many cas¢s in which the obliga- 
tion to mark goods with the name of 
the country of origin uctually harmed 
English trade. 


Mr. Johnson urged that something 
be done before the end of the sesslon 
and snid the bulk of the goods were 
lying in London and he wished the 
sale of those goods alrendy here might 
be stopped. Mr. Stanley promised 
carly attentlon would be given the 
matter. 


In later questions Mr. Stanley sald

THE REASON for Hongkong 
apprehension that Britain 
will not insist that the Japanese 
blockades of Canton, Kongmoon, 
Kulangsu, Tientsin and the 
Yangtse River ports should. not 
be extended to the treaty ports 
of Swatow, Foochow and Wen- 
chow is evident when an examin- 
ation of the trade figures for 
these three centres is made. 
Any stoppage of shipping with 
any of these southern ports will 
have a serious effect on this 
Colony, not merely from the 
point of view of trade, but by 
virtue of the fact that we are 
now almost entirely relying on 
them as our ‘sources of food 
supplies for the abnormal popu- 
lation we have to support. 
Trade figures for the first six 
months of 1939, are not available. 


~} But an examination-of the official 


figures for 1938 ig illuminating. 
The total import and export 
trade of the three ports last year 
was £5,743,630, comprising £1,- 
647,962 imports and £4,095,563 
exports, Of the exports, Hong- 
kong took over twenty-five: per 
cent., this Colony’s total being 
£1,717,932, 

It is an interesting fact that, 
during 1938, Hongkong took 95 
per cent, of the total exports of 
Foochow and Wenchow—food- 
stuffs valued at £514,348 out of 
a total of £620,825 from the 
former, and valucd at £402,480, 
out of a total of £444,483 from 
the latter. ee 

Any Japanese blockade of 
these ports means, therefore, 
that Hongkong has to turn else- 
where for its food supplies. And,

| Huge London . Fire 


- Guts Warehouses — 


LONDON, June 27. 


_ THE entire fire fighting forces of the London County 
Council were to-night engaged in an effort’ to control a

The whole of Aldersgate Street wis 
within short) time yoxded to the 
depth of a fout, Solid sheets of flame 
swept from building to building, 
while n vast cloud of smoke rose bigh 
over the city. 

The Post office in the Barblean was 
threatened by the encroaching blaze. 

When fire first started there were 
about 100 men ond women in various 
bulldings, and mony of them had 
miraculous escupes from death by 
getting away over the roofs of other 
buildings, and thence through emer- 
“gency fire. exits. It is feared the

“Biggest Firo’’ In London

‘What It Would Cost 

“In my opinion it would cost an 
enemy at least half a million casual- 
tles and upward of five: billlon 
dolfars to attack the Islands with 
any hope of success.” he declared. 

General MacArthur said: “Napo- 
Jeon sngely sold che never fought 
untess he felt he had a 70 per cent. 
chance of victory. No such per- 
centage would exist In such n strug- 
gle. . . A Japanese blockade would 
be practically not foasible without 
n tacit agreement with other nations 
surrounding the Pacific. 

“Kt wonld be foolhardy, for. Japan 
to attempt an overseas campalgn 
unless she {s assured beforehand of 
tho neutrality or even the acquies- 
cence of other interested powers.”

THE U.S. Prosecuting Attorney, Mr. Matoney, upon cross- 
examination in the course of the continued trial of Buckner charged 


in -connection--with - alleged -Philippino -Bonds - fraud, -revealed_that. 


Buckner resigned from the New 


York Bar Association in October 


1937, and asked, “Didn't you resign because you were facing charges 


of embezzlement from a client?” 


Attorney Norton moved for a 
mistrial on the grounds that this 
was not connected with the case. 
Judge Coddard denied the move, 
whereupon Maloney introduced 
evidence from the record of the 
Appellate Court. of New York 
‘signed and sworn to by Buckner 
resigning from the Bar Associn- 
tion and admitting that he was 
unable to defend - successfully 
cases of professiona] misconduct. 

Buckner said that he met Francis 
Hock, the London Banker, and' reach- 
ed a tentative understanding with hls 
firm to buy two million dollars worth 
of the bonds under certain conditions.
